with you in the form of tuis appeal, with explanation. The appeal is from wiiat 
is denied. 

In response to my PA request the San ^rancisco h'BI field office wrote on January 
y, ly7cJ that it had located rocorda ita suspected might ivlute to me. On February 13 
it informed hr. Besar that it had completed a "review of the records" and "an in- 
vestigation reported to" FBIH*. (i have received no copy of any report of the 
investigation. ) There is nothing in this letter that represents the forwarding to 
FnIHQ, of all the relevant records. 

Gnu year to the day later, under date of January y of this year, I havo from 



hjfc AcCr eight the enclosed L tter and attachments. Once again there was less specif i*ty 
that 1 would prefer, no assurance of completeness of the search and wiiat I hope it 
will not offend the Fiji for me to state, no indication of either good faith or due 
diligence in this great effort represented by seven pages as the result of the year 
of FBi effort on both coasts. 

While I do not hide my disappointment over the fact that this moujEain of effort 
yielded so small a mouse of compliance I hasten to assure you that I am more than 
pleased at the recollections they trigger, of masters that did not come to mind 
several days ago when I was preparing a biographical statement for you that I did 
not have time to complete. 

lith this jogging of my memory that I also share with you I appeal from the 

continued withholdings of the San x ranscisco and Los higgles fitted offices and their

residencies in which I also made such public appearance. I ftpoum p e that FBI disappoint- 
ment over the repeated refrain, ,,rl e made no critical comments relating to the FBI" 
will not >iscourage a more careful search. One that would, for example, turn up all 
the records indexed and all the index cards not supplied with their relevant records. 

B.-fore getting to the records themselves, v/hieh I shall address in the sequence 
in which they followed the letter on receipt, I would like to *aiow what law was 
being enforced to justify the claim to FOIA exemptions. If the FBI cannot come up 
with some law then the exemptions do not apply* i'iy interest in this will become more 
obvious, nut before getting to that I remind you of a discussion in which the question 
of wiiat udght be called "op r . ration" of a non-medical nature was raised. This relates 
in partic.lar to the withholdings , from the FD-306, ^giinilng with that most urgent 
of national security secrets, the date of the report.

■-£ n*y recollection is to be trusted after 12 years the FBI's boy did not come 
out to well and he surely did build the audience. I believe the report giving it at 
30U is an understatement. While I don't know the capacity of that hall in Golden 
Gate Park, I recall wliat x believe was ai larger crowd and I am certain there were 
standees, (as well as portable tape r or $ in that period before they were common.) 

The card also refers to a withheld report or reports, its source(s). I request it. 

The first oard as xeroxed appears to refer to the newspaper called the Rational 
Guardian because I rein- uber that review only By self rage, unless it was syndicated, 
not likely with so minor a pub xi cation# 

There is no reference to the source of "Reputeu to be a feequent contributor to 
leftist newspapers and magazines." I was not at tliat time a "contributor to a^_ 
newsp-per. I was doing magazine free-lancing and as an intriguing entry on the listing 
above this remindL me, I was for a short while "Washington correspondent for 'Friday.'" 
I'd forgotten that. Tliat magazine was a liberal one owned by the heir to the Sperry- 
Rand or perhaps then only Sperry gyroscope fortune, that kind of "*ad." The association 
lasted only briefly because of my dissatisfaction, I do not now recall over what. 

One gets the impression that SFO was a sort of west-coast FBUl*. Or that if this 
FO went in for such law enforcement, can any field of lice have failed to?

That FUI effort made a couple of friends for me, u arv Morgan and Jim Mason (right) 
who was his friend and was in the audience. Whenever I was in that rea thereafter I 
always spent at least a night with the Morgans (wife Judy and adopted son, then infant 
n, med fake). I regarded them as very .good friends* When aeon got back to doing talk 
shows they -ere quite provocative and I always did them* Given his opposition to the 
Vietnam war 1 am inclined to believe tlia his shows and I on them were covered. Please 
ask the Fiil. Intermittently since then I’ve done th ^ason show by phone, when he calls. 

I did many shows I expect to have interested the FBI out there and held press 
conferences that at least with the book whose subtitle says FBI and Uoverup have no 
doubt it iat rested them.

1'here was other newspaper, radio and TV coverage of my press conferences and stories 
in college papers other than the single one of the next year that is attached. I lelt 
that iu eting early to fly to Los angeles, to a convention I’m sire interested the FBI. 

It was of the radio and TV reporters anu *>im Garrison was the main speaker. 

klsLo in Los Angeles, I was asked to go ofct there in 19b6 by Mrs. Maggie Field, 
whose husband Joe was a partner in Hutton & Go. (.they lived in Beverley ^illa) and 
an actor named Bill O'Connell, who also did a Pacifica program. At that time I met the 
late id. Hi an ^astellano, Hay marcus, David Lifton and several students, Steve Burton 
and Steve Jaffe, the latter two later connected with Garrison. I know there are files 
on some of^these at the least because I've seen references to them in other files. So 
there are more files for the FBI to check, assuming it has no indices, which I do not. 

The last record, which is the first by number, refers to my appearance on the 
Dunbar Show at KGO-TV. I did that shoe each time I wao there, and other shows on tha* 
station, so there from this should be other such reports as well as the SPO' s records, 
not provided with this memo to FBIHQ* 




Serial 1 has 62-0-23706 noted and stricken through. This is one of t.hi file manners 
not stricken through on Serial 2. Serial 2 includes a 100-0 file on me. x t also holds 
u reference to a "dead" file. This may provide an opportunity f'br learning what these 

mean because I ask for those records that are withheld. 

I regret tiiat have no more time/fur the recollections these records bring back. 

There are other persons whos names can leau to other records. However, i believe that 
the Fdl doer not need them. What it needs is a desire to comply rather than one not 
to comply, its regular desire magnified in this case by its unintended disclosure 
of its illicit activities, its intro - 4 , into my life and interference with my First 
Amendment rights. 

1 also regret tiiat I do not have time to read and correct this because, as you 
know, we are both due in court tomorrow, when 1 will give this to you. I will ask my 
wife to read a copy she has xeroxed and to yrovi c . cu y of it if any of my errors 
makes for unclarity or confusion. 
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
